Despite 'Obsolete' Format

The station's lormat has been 
vanously termed "obsolete" and

graveyard" by indignant record ex- 
ecutives who complain thev have loo 
much product and loo few oullels 
for exposure 

The New >, ork raJu- problem has 
been particular^ severe as a fli>od ol 
qualits Latin product is being forced 
through a chronically botlle-necked 
ihrce-stalion funnel 

In the face of all this. Laverne has 
stuck unflinchingly to a program- 
ming policy that tends to ignore new 
product for older m jtenal character- 
ized hv one executive as "20 years 
behind the times "

Ihfl result is expected 10 pave the way 
lor these music licensing organiza- 
tions lo collect long outstanding lees 
from discos across the nation whn.li 
hlVC been avoiding payment ever 
since the disco boom blossomed 

It was recently disclosed that Stu- 
dio 54, one of the country's must suc- 
cessful and controversial clubs. pays 
no royalties on the music it pla\s 

ASCAP officials here confirm that 
they have requested $ 1.200 in an- 
nual licensing fees from the disco's 
owners, based on the standard for- 
mula used to compute such charges 
So fur thev have been unable to 
reach an agreement 

According to Bernard korman 
ASCAP's general counsel, registered 
letters containing the request lor 
pay men I were sent to Studio 54's 00- 
QWDCHi Ian Schrager and Sieve Ru- 
bcll korman stresses the mail was 
sent to Ruhell's and Schragcr's at- 
tention both at their home** and 
business addresses, and that tod a it 
there has been no acknowledg- 
ment 

However Rubcll claims he has 
never heard ol either -\S( AP or 
BMI. and docs not consider a JIJon 
annual fee to be reasonable Refer- 
ring to the proposed ASCAP rate as 
"pnee fixing."' Kubcll declares. "We 
are not going to pay a Mat tee " 

Although ASCAP is still debating 
ib nest move in ib cfTorls to am- 
icably extricate its royally fees from 
the recalcitrant disco. BMI officials 
slate flatly "We will take appro- 
priate steps to protect our members " 

According to (ienc CollOfl, BMI\ 
regional director tn New, York 
members of the socicb \ staff visited 
Studio 54 and personally spoke with 
Rubcll and Sehragcr about pjving 
their royalty fees 

He continues. "They lelt licensing 
forms 10 be completed, and when 
those forms were not returned we 
seni them a Mailgram demanding 
that "ihcy cease and desist trom 
playing BMI music " 

Still. Studio 54 has lailed to pay 
up Rubcll is defensive when he 
stales. "How do I know lhal we play 
any of their music ' I have never seen 
a list of their songs " 

Meanwhile in iX-laware. the fed- 
eral courts .r i been called upon lo 
decide whether ASCAP can base its 
performing license Ices for area 
clubs and ballrooms on the basis ol 
cover charge fees collected bv the 
clubs the question is particularly 
intriguing m view of the fact lhal Ihe 
state law prohibits ihe charging of a 
cover 

I he question is expected to be de- 
cided in a test case filed recent!) in 
U S federal court Newark l>el . bv 
ASCAP altorne\s on behalf of 
Sweet Cft) Records and lour othci 
music publishers The defendants 
(he Stone Balloon a popular disco' 
fOCft mtery and ib operator William 
Stevenson, are being act used of 
public performance for profit of 
plaintiffs' copyright mink without 
payment ot royalties 

Ihe plaintiffs are claiming that 
last April 15. ihe Stone Balloon in 
(ringed the copyrights ol Tlav 1 hat

However, an ASCAP attorney 
stales that for many years ihe law 
has beefl clear thai the owner of an 
establishment may not avoid pay- 
ment of licensing fees with this

Stevenson is claiming that he orig- 
inally had an ASCAP license, but 
allowed it lo lapse in July 1975 when 
the society asked for a SI. 500 yearly 
Ice. which be argues was nearly 
double what he paid the previous 
year 

tn response to this the ASCAP 
lawyer notes that rates are ad|ustcd 
once every 10 years and that the pre- 
vious hike had been in I MM He also 
d I" lhal the increase had been 
applied across the country lo all 
licensees 

The lawyer further notes lhal if 
users of ASCAP music dispute the 
rale charged, they arc able to apply 
lo the U S District Court for the 
Southern District of New York for 
an adjustment, bul that refusal to 
pav anything is not a defense 

Like Studio 54. Stevenson disa- 
grees with the society's rate struc- 
ture bul he stresses that he is not try- 
ing to avoid paying a licensing fee 

He charges thai ASCAP is Irving 
to classify his club lor license fee 
purposes as if it had a cover charge 
However, he poinb lo the lad lhal 
cover charges are illegal in Dela- 
ware, and that a $2 charge collected 
al ihe door by the Stone Ra1K**n. is 
in fact a dnnk charge which can be 
redeemed bv patrons tor liquor 

The defendants further insist that 
ASCAP should recognize thi- fact, 
and thai ib fee schedule should re- 
flect this 

However, the society's lawyer re- 
sponds thai the club's patrons pay 
for the dnnk whether or not thev

brand it as "a pernicious perversion 
of the essence of Paul Robeson " 

Don Gregory, the show's pro- 
ducer, also plans to open the show

EMI's European Music Operations Director 
Controls 14 Firms With Unhurried Authority 



Wilfried Jung, the head of EMI Europa. presently operates 
out of Zug. Switzerland, where the continent is his respon 
sibility. Via telephone, automobile and iet plane, he directs 14 
companies in 12 territories. But Zug may not continue to be 
the home for this vital EMI executive. Mike Hennessey. Bill 
board's London based European editorial director, traversed 
hundreds of miles with Jung via car and iet to provide this re- 
port 

It is precisely 15 minutes after 7 a m on a brisk December 
morning as Wilfried Jung rises and surveys the local land 
scape through the window of his hilltop home on the outskirts 
of Zug in Northern Switzerland 

7:15 precisely Precision is a Swiss virtue which tinds a 
ready advocate in Jung, who has developed a facility for deli 
cately poised diplomacy since he took on the responsibility of 
EMI s director of muse operations in Europe 18monthsago 

From the window of his apartment, Jung looks at the broad 
expanse of the Zugersee and reflects, not lor the first time, 
that Zug. for all its picturesque scenery, its champagne air 
and its geographical convenience as a tumping off point for 
the EEC countries, is not perhaps the ideal location for EMI 
Europa. the nerve center of EMI s mainland European oper 
ation which administers and coordinates the activities of 14 
companies in 12 territories 

The morning is crisp and clear A highly suitable morning, 
Jung feels, to put his Porsche through its paces around the 
hairpin curves Today, the Mercedes will stay in the garage 

As he eats a light breakfast Jung ponders on a possible al

Among the day's mail is a letter from Anders Holmstedt, 
head of the Scandinavian group of EMI companies, who en 
Ihuses about the proposed campaign to bring further luster to 
EMI's international image as a music company but suggests 
that an advertising campaign extolling the charisma and dy 
namismot EMI's top executives would beot little value Better 
to concentrate on EMI s top artists 

In another letter, from EMI Electrola in Cologne, there are 
suggestions as to the form EMI s international publicity cam 
paign might take The remainder of the mail includes sample 
albums, artist itineraries, release sheets and various promo 
tional material There is a regular record sample service from 
EMI U K . Irom EMI Bovema (including productions under the 
banner of EAR. the European a&r division based in Haarlem) 
and EMI Electrola Jung listens to some of the material as he 
goes through the mail, the rest he puts aside tor weekend lis 
tening 

The mail, of course, rs always substantial, but it is the tele 
phone which is the main lifeline between Zug and the other 
EMI companies m Europe The Swiss telephone system works 
well and it needs to

His office colleague. Oscar Hamilton, EMI's resident director 
m Europe, is a seasoned campaigner in the held of inter 
national inter company politics and Oscar's answer is that 
Switzerland seems to be the one country accepted by all the 
other European companies as being neutral 

But for a man who prelers the musical thick of things to the 
somewhat rarefied atmosphere of an isolated administration 
building in the town of Zug (population 23.000). the environ 
ment is a little less than stimulating 

Jung is conscious of the importance of contact with the ere 
ative sources of the industry and he spends as much lime as 
his administrative duties permit listening wherever he can to 
the contemporary sound of music, something, he says 
smilingly, with which the hills of the canton of Zug arc not par 
ticularly alive 

As he guns the Porsche along a last straight past the SI Ve 
rena Chapel— like a toy building amid the spiky winter trees- 
Jung acknowledges to himself the compensationsot commul 
ing so effortlessly between home and office through such 
agreeable scenery 

He swings the car into Loretohohe and garages it, then 
climbs the steps to the main entrance It is 8:30 a m , and. as 
usual, he is the first lo arrive al the office 

Al 8 33, Jung is behind his desk putting finishing touches 
to some letters he has dratted the previous day Jung's 
mother tongue is, of course. German, but all his correspond 
encehas to be in English and he takes a lustifiable pride in his 
mastery of English colloquialisms 

It is 9: 1 5 when Oscar Hamilton arrives and joins Jung in his 
office lor Iheir customary morning chat about the previous 
day's events One of the prime topics ol conversation is the 
recent inaugural meeting of EMI Music's world record policy 
committee, a body which has been set up to give direction and 



substance to EMI's 1978 campaign to boost its image as a 
music company 

Jung and Hamilton, both committed music men at heart, 
are in total agreement that the initials EMI should instantly 
and universally suggest music— not hotels, nor bingo halls, 
nor scanners— but music, music, music. 

The inaugural meeting in London, with John Kuypers. man 
aging director of EMI Limited, in the chair, Bhaskar Menon 
representing North America and Japan. Jung representing 
Europe. EMI Records managing director Leslie Hill represent 
mg the U K and Ramon Lopez representing the rest ol the 
world, was a promising beginning Jung tells Hamilton that 
Ihe next quarterly meeting may well be in Palm Springs in the 
spring 

Meantime. Ihey agree that a maior public relations oper 
ation must be undertaken to emphasize EMI s predominant 
and authoritative position in Ihe world ol music. 

Altt'i Hamilton and Jung sort through and discuss samples 
ol recent local allium productions trom various European EMI 
companies. Jung's secretary Sheena Socha comes in with the 
day's mail. Jung hands her a sheal of draft letters and die 
tales a few short replies lo some of the day's correspondence. 
It is a rnaltur ol principle, lo him to reply to letters on Ihe day 
they are received whenever possible 

As he sits behind the desk Irom which he, assisted by a stall 
til 14 persons, controls the destinies ol 14 companies with 
6.000 employes and an annual turnover approaching $500 
miHion, Jung has an air of quiel. unhurried authority and de 
termination 

The determination is resolute enough to verge on obduracy 
il it were not leavened with an intelligent capacity tor flexibility 
and compromise developed over 27 years in Ihe record bust 
ness. In his position. Jung is frequently called upon to medi 
ate in delicate negotiations and an attitude ol unyielding in

suffered severely this ume with seats

Al Demcrs. club attractions agent 
for Music Shoppc. figures outdoor 
spiels urc attracting people away 
from the clubs, but also cites the 
shortage of disposable income in the 
19-25 bracket as being another 
strong reason for ihc slump in club 
business. 

Mike Lyons, owner of the Colo- 
nial Tavern in this city , confirms that 
his club hasn'i been pulling in 
crowds as expected and also sees Ihc 
monev supply as being a possible 
cause for the bar slump Recently 
booking in Stan Gel/ for a week, the 
Colonial was expecting fairly brisk 
business. Lyons says, but on the av- 
cragc only 50^ of the club w as filled, 
even with a short television news clip 
on Get/ - appearance on one of the 
local news programs. 

A lack of innovative and exciting 
talent is also cited as a probable 
cause for the club business tailing 
ofT. Chris Sumerton from The 
Agency says "punk was a good shot 
in the arm but it jusi didn't catch 
on." 

Boredom wiihm the music scene 
__has been pinpointed as one cause for 
the talent slump by a number of 
people in the business, including

"This ha*- led to the definite con- 
clusion that il makes sense to have 
competition in the field of a&r and 
marketing, but not in non-competi-

"In one sentence what this re- 
oneniauon adds up lo is lhal we 
arc maintaining competitiveness 
where it matters and elimmaUng it 
where it hurts."
